A FLOATING ISLAND. 


I'lic Great Natural Curiosity In an Old 
alnssachnsetts Town. 


The floating island is the greatest 


natural curiosity in the town of New- 
biuy, and perhaps ia the whole coun- 
try. It is ia Meeting House pond, 
back of the Oldtown cemetery, and 
possibly many of tne younger people 
of its immediate vicinity have never 
liimrd of it 
We notice that many of 


the trees have fallen before tho wood- 
man's axe, and soma have died from 
natural causes; and therefore it does 
not show the thrifty appearance of a 
half century ago. It is the only float- 
ing island that we know of in the 
world. So far as is ascertained it reals 
in the water, rising and falling with 
the level of tho pond. It is a mattod 
mass 
of 
tree 
roots, 
with 
earth 


enough to support large trees, chiefly 
willows, 
but 
never 
resting 
on 


any solid bottom; and indeed we 
are not aware that a solid bottom has 
ever been reached in the pond. Na- 
thaniel Morse, who has studied its in- 
formation and knows more about it 
than any other living man, let an iron 
pipe down more than fifty feet without 
reaching any substantial impediment 
to its descent, and the same pipe is 
there now. 


Tlio mystery of the island is that it 


should float in water. How then is it: 
sustained at a uniform height of five 
inches above the water line. 
Mr. 


Morsa says, and wo think hois correct, 
that it is floated by what is sometimes 
called "marsh gas," which has been 
noticed by many people who at differ- 
ent seasons of the year has caused tho 
gas to burn on tho surface of the water 
by alighted match, so that tho flame 
was clearly visible. The idea seems to 
be supported by the further fact that 
the water in winter, in some places, 
is of higher temperature than in others, 
occasioning open places in tho ice 
breathing liolos. as they are termed. 


The discovery lias become of more 


interest since the discovery of natural 
gas in other States, and tho boring of 
gas wells of the greatest value. 
C5an 


gas ho reached in or near that pond in 
siillicicut quantity to be utilized? All 
the surroundings are in favor of such a 
result 
Tho natural gas wells are all 


in limestone formations, as wa find 
hero, where tho first lime of the country 
was discovered, creating an immense 
sensation in that day, 1698. Another 
point going to confirm tho gas theory 
is that perhaps a hundred shocks of 
earthquake 
in 
this 
neighborhood 


seemed to start from this very pond. 
The greatest 
of thorn all was a 


series of shocks in 1727, in which 
Rov. Mr. riant aa}'3: "It came in loud 
elitps"—explosions—" shaking down 
chimneys and stone-walls." 
The first 


shock opened a new spring and threw 
np cartloads of white sand. Stephen 
J;i<|iic3, in his diary, writes: "It broke 
out in more than ten places in ye 
town, M ye low clay land, blowing np 
ye sand, sum more, sum less." In one 
place, near Spring Island, "it blew 
out, as was judged, twenty-six loads, 
and when it was cast on coals inyo 
ni.Vlit it burnt like brimstone." 
Mr. 


Ilimry Sewall says: 
"It broke tho 


ground near a plaee called Spring 
Island," and ho tells of tho sand and 
that "several days after water boiled 
out." 
Mr. IMant describes tho earth- 


quakes of the next year, in January, 
February, March, April, May, June 
and July, some of them quite severe, 
and all of them connecting with tho. 
Meeting House pond, where is the 
Moating island. 


We have discovered something in re- 


lation to water ; that in our wells it ia 
at tho same level for the whole extent 
of 
UIQ city, and that under tho clay 


crust of Common pasture is a lake, 
miles in extent, which can bo reached 
for an unfailing supply ; now.it may 
be, as has been discovered in other 
sections, that we are living over an im-< 
monse gasometer which, pierced, would 
yield an endless supply of natural gas 
for illumination, hoating purposes and 
power to move machinery. Since it 
could be done at little expense, tho bot- 
tom of Mooting Houso pond might be 
reached, and by boring tho secrets 
thereof might bo proclaimed. 
If it 


should confirm tho gas theory thcro 
would bo "millions in it."—Newbury-* 
port (Mass.) Herald.

noon there was the usual half-hour of 
Bible reading and prayer, and notwith- 
standing the pressure upon tlie time of 
the convention and tho important busi- 
ness before it, another fifteen minutes 
was devoted to an entertainment by an 
itenerant chalk artist. 


Judge Black, of Pennsylvania, brought 


up the report of tho committee ou reso- 
lutions, with tlio statement that it was 
signed by all but one of the committee. 
The planks which gained the most ap- 
plause wore those loading to woman suf- 
frage, the prohibition of combinations of 
capital, and the reduction of tho surplus, 
the latter being greeted with three rounds 
of cheers. 


Sam Small road tlio report, and Hon. 


Jno. M, Olin, of Wise,onsin, presented a 
minority report, signed by himself alone, 
setting forth that the right of equal suf- 
frage to women should bo settled by Hie 
Htatos, acciirdlng to the public sentiment 
in those States, and declaring that as rap- 
idly as the Prohibitionists cams into pow- 
er they would remit this question to the 
people to bii sett led at the ballot box. At 
Hrst the convention by veto refused to re- 
ceive the minority ropurt, and for half an 
hour there was confusion worse con- 
founded. 


Several of tho lending suffragists, how- 


ever, demanding fair play for their oppo- 
nents, '.ho pievinns vote was reversed, 
aud tlie report was read. Then the ma- 
]ority ropurt was taken up, plank by 
plank. Thu first paragraph was amended, 
ou the motion of a delegate from Kansas, 
by tho insertion of tho sentence: "And 
believing that all human enactments 
should be framed in harmony with His 
law."

debate upon the sentence after the words 
"Impost duties and by an equitable as- 
sessment upon the property and legiti- 
mate busluass of the country". 


Several of the delegates construed the 


sentence to commit tho convention to di- 
rect taxation, aud especially to an income 
tax, and in tho end it was stricVen 
out. 


Tho 
sixth 
plank 
was unanimously 


adopted, and at three o'clock considera- 
tion of the seventh was reached. Twenty 
minutes were occupied in discussing what 
time should be given to consideration of 
tho planks, some of the delegates want- 
ing twenty minutes to each State, while 
others demanded that at least eight hours 
should bo devoted to the question. The 
matter was settled by limiting speakers 
to five minutes each, and allowing the 
debate to run until tho convention was 
tired out. 


Mr. Richmond, of Wisconsin, took the 


lead against the plank in a vigorous

Mrs. Merryweather, of Georgia, who 
brew her arms and body into every con< 
ceivable attitude, urged the convention 


iOt to listen to the men of the North, who 
vere simply infants in the party. Shq 
ladgone through the entire South, and had 
'ound the sentiment in favor of woman 
suffrage, and she begged them to strike al 
;he most terrible system of slavery thai 
ever existed. 


Mrs. Perkins, of Ohio, followed in thi 


same strain, and Olin, of Wisconsin, it 
supporting his minority report, arousec 
;he ire of the Tennessee delegates b] 
claiming to represent the South, a claim 
which they vociferously repudiated. H» 
said that the alliance with Women Suf. 
fragists had driven Walter Mills, thi 
"Little Giant of Ohio", grand old Juti 
tins and many other Prohibitionist lead-, 
ers from the public platform, and that thi 
adoption of the plauk as reported woul4 
entirely stop the growth of the temperl 
ance movement south of the Ohio river. 


George W. Bain, of Kentucky, asserteoj 


amidst enthusiastic applause, that O1H 
had done more to create dis&atisf actioij 
than all the rest of the convention put to^ 
gether, and pledged the support of th« 
South to the suffrage movement. 


Neal Dow, of Maine, while in favor o) 


equal suffrage, thought it unwise to comi 
mlt the Prohibitionists to it, on thi 
ground that it would alienate support. 


Schomp, of Georgia, opposed the plani 


as being most unpopular in the South; 
warned the convention that it was on 
dangerous ground. 


Mother Stewart, of Ohio, introduced 


Mrs. Machett, of Pittsburgh, who shook 
her finger under Sohomp's noso, and de- 
clared as suffrage was an heritage and 
right from God, she did not know how a 
man could dare to oppose it. 


Sam Small, Miss Willard and John 


Russel, of Michigan, spoks in favor of the 
women, aud Tato, of Tennesse, and Mills 
of Ohio, on tlio other side. 


There was a dramatic;.scene when Sam 


Small, who had been induced to support 
the suffrago plank againsthis convictions, 
with a view to secure harmony, clasped 
hands across tho table with Miss Willard, 
the majority of the delegates and the oc- 
cupants of the gallery rising to their feet, 
and cheering for several moments. 


At six o'clock the previous question was 


ordered, amidst great uproar, sixty or 
seventy delegates still demanding that 
they should bo heard ou tlio question. On 
a viva voce vote tho minority report was 
beaten two to one. 


Mills demanded a division, and only 


sixty-three of his supporters had the 
courage to stand up. Then the majority 
cheered, hooted, yelled and hissed, and 
the uproar was so great that It was sev- 
eral minutes before the motion to adopt 
the majority report could be put. This 
time only twenty voted with Mills. The 
suffragists went wild over their victory, 
standing on chairs, waving every thing 
portable within reach, and tearing the 
flags and banners from the walls in their 
enthusiasm. Some of the men embraced 
thoir wives, while others tossed their chil- 
dren aud babies in the air in frantic glee. 
Then they went to supper. 


When the convention reassembled at 


eight o'clock, the hall was packed to the 
^oors, and hundreds wero unable to gain 
admission. 
• Stevens, of Pennsylvania, submitted the 
following addition to the revenue plank 
in tho platform: 


And imposed upon such other articles of Im- 


post as win give protection both to the manu- 
facturing employers and tho producing laborers 
against the competition of tlio world. 


This was put and carried before half the 


delegates wero aware of what was going 
on, and a demand was mado for a second 
reading. When tins was done there were 
vigorous protests against its being incor- 
porated in the plat form, but as a motion 
for a reconsideration failed to receive the 
necessary two-thirds, the addition stood. 


Another resolution in favor of just 


S 


ensions to soldiers and sailors was, 
owevor, voted down. 
Another rosolulioii presenting to St. 


Johu the gavel used during the conven- 
tion, and made out of the telegraph pole 
on which ho was hanged in effigy in 
Kansas City went through with a rush, 


At nine o'clock the loll was called for 


nominations for President cf tho United 
States. It was announced in behalf of 
the Kentucky delegation that Green Clay 
Smith, whom they had been instructed to 
placo in nomination had absolutely pro- 
hibited the use of his name. 


There was no response until New Jer- 


sey was reached, aud then Judge Morrow, 
of that Stato, took the platform and nom- 
inated "The grandest man of the age"— 
General Clinton B. Fisko. 


Great applause greeted the name, and 


it was resumed when an American flag 
with the candidate's portrait in the cen- 
tre was hoisted up by T opes to the roof of 
the stage, together with a device in im- 
mortelles, "Hail to tho Chief, Clinton B. 
Piske". 


Very quickly the further call of the roll 


was dispensed with, and the nomination 
made by acclamation. For five minutes 
thereafter tho delegates did nothing else 
but cheer and yell: "What'-, the matter 
with Piske?" "He's all right." After the 
chair had beon instructed to send a tele- 
graphic dispatch to tho nominee Inform- 
ing him of the result, the roll was called 
for vice-presidential nominations. Colson 
of Alabama, placed in nomination John 
T. Tanner, of Birmingham, Ala., whom 
he eulogized as a Christian gentleman 
and the pioneer of tho Prohibition move- 
ment in that State. 


Sam Small, of Georgia, under instruc- 


tions frouilhis State convention, nom- 
inated "As a running mate with the 
Northern General a Southern soldier", a 
man, every incli of him, whose name and 
record was known in every city and every 
newspaper oBice in the land—George W. 
Bain, of Kentucky. 


Tho nominatiou was about to be made 


by acclamation, when Colonel Bain se- 
cured the floor and declined the honor, on 
the ground that he was worth five hun- 
dred times more to them as a living ag- 
itator than a dead candidate, and that if 
he were to go into the canvass he would not 
live through it. His wife and his daugh- 
ter had begged him at the door as he left 
home not to accept the nomination. 
In

Here his voice failed from emotion, and 
tho delegates began to cheer and shout: 
"Take it. Take it." 
"I can not; I can 


not", replied Colouel Bain, raising his 
hands in an entreating gesture, while the 
tears stood in his oyes. Then, after a 
pause: "No, 1 won't do it", dropping 
back into his chair. 


Prof. Hopkins, of New York, moved that 


Colonel Bain be allowed to withdraw, but 
Sam Small ob3ected on tho ground that 
the candidate had as much show of living 
through the campaign as General Piske, 
and the resolution was withdrawn.

and George C. Christian, of Illinois, in 
behalf of the Missouri delegation, nomi- 
nated "a representative of the Gray", Dr. 
John A. Brooks, of Kansas City.

The Platform. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 1.—The plat- 


form as finally adopted by the Prohibi- 
tion convention last evening reads as fol- 
lows: 


The Prohibition party, in National Conven- 


tion assembled, acknowledging Almighty God 
as the source of all power in Government, and 
believing that all human enactments should be 
framed in harmony with His law, do hereby de- 
clare : 


1. That the manufacture, Importation, ex- 


portation, transportation and sale of alcoholic 
beverages shall be made a public crime, and 
punished as such. 


2. That such prohibition must be secured 


through amendments or our National and State 
constitutions, enforced ty adequate laws, ade- 
quately supported by udmimstrative authority; 
and to that end the organization of the Prohibi- 
tion party Is imperatively demanded in State 
and Nation. 


3. That any form of license, taxation or regu. 


lation of the liquor triiftic is contrary to Rood 
government i that any party which supports 
regulation, license or taxation enters Into alli- 
ance with such trafiU- and becomes the actual 
foe of the State's welfare, and that we arraign 
tho Republican and Democratic parties for thole 
persistent altitude in favor of the licensed ln^ 
Iqulty, whereby they oppose the demand of the 
people for prohibition, and, thiough open 
com- 


plicity with the liquor cause, defeat the en- 
forcement of the law. 


4. For the immediate abolition of the Inter- 


nal-revenue system, whereby our National 
Government Is deriving support f torn our great 
National vice. 


5. That an adequate public revenue being 


necessary, It may properly bo raised by impost 
duties; but Impost duties should be so reduced 
that no surplus shall be accumulated in tho 
Treasury, and that the burdens of taxation 
shall be removed from foods, clothing and oth- 
er comforts and necessaries of life. 


6 That civil-service appointments for all civ- 


il offices, chiefly dermal In their duties, should 
be based upon moral, Intellectual and physical 
qualifications, and not upon party service or 
party necessity. 


I, That the right of suffrage rests on no mere 


circumstance of race, color, sex or nationalltv; 
and that where, from any cause. It has been 
withheld from citizens who are of suitable age 
and mentally and morally quiilillcd for the ex- 
ercise of an intelligent ballot, it should bo re. 
stored by tho people through the Legislatures 
of the several States, on such educational basis 
as they may deem wise. 


8. For the abolition of polygamy and the es- 


tablishment of uniform laws governing mar 
riage and divorce. 


9 For prohibiting all combinations of capital 


to control and increase tho cost of products for 
popular consumption. 


111. Fortho preservation and defense of tho 


Sabbath as a civil institution, witliout oppress- 
ing any who religiously observe the !>amc on 
any other day than the Ilrst day of the weelt. 


II. That arbitration is tho Christian, wise 


and economic method of stalling National dif- 
ferences, and the same method should by judi- 
cious legislation bo applied to the settlement 
of disputes between lai-go bodies of employes 
and employers; that tlie abolition of the saloon 
would remove the burdens, moral, physical, 
pecuniary and social, ivlilch now oppress labor 
and rob it of its earnings, and would pi-ovo to 
be the wise wuy of promoting labor reform; 
and we invite labor ami capital to unite with 
us foro the accomplishment thereof, that mo- 
nopoly in land is a wrong to tlie people, and 
the public land >-hould be reserved to actual 
settlors, and that men and women should re- 
ceive equal wages for equal work.
